According to the IDF, the 25 others who 
Teceived expulsion orders — 10 from Gaza and 
15 from the West Bank — were also leaders of 
the uprising in the territories and had diréct 
ties to the popular committees. The army said 
the 25 passed on orders from terrorist organi- 
zations with a view to turning the committees 
into an alternative administration for the

Sabotage is not ruled out 


President Zia of 
Pakistan dies as 
plane blows up

ISLAMABAD ~ Sabotage has 
not been ruled out as the cause 
of the plane explosion that killed 
President Mohammed Zia ul- 
Haq of Pakistan yesterday. The 
C-130 transport plane carrying 
Zia, U.S. Ambassador Amold 
Raphel, five top Pakistani gen- 
erals and 30 others exploded 
several minutes after leaving 
Behawalpur, in eastern Paki- 
stan. None of the people on the 
plane survived the crash. 

Reportedly, Zia had travelled to 
the remote region to view a field 
demonstration of the U.S.-made M- 
1 tank, which Pakistan considered 
purchasing. 

“Sabotage cannot be ruled out,” 
acting president Ghulam Ishaq 
Khan said in a television announce- 
ment. 

A government source in India, 
which has had periodic border clash- 
es with Pakistan since the two coun- 
tries achieved independence in 
1947, described reports that the air- 
craft might have been hit by a mis- 
sile close to the Indian border as 
“garbage” and “an utterly prepos- 
terous idea.” 

Khan, who was chairman of the 
Pakistani Senate. immediately took 
over as caretaker president under 
constitutional procedures, and, af- 
ter meeting with his cabinet and 
three service chiefs of the armed 
forces, declared an official state of 
emergency. The government also 
announced 10 days of official 
mourning. 

Benazir Bhutto, leader of the op- 
position Pakistan People’s Party. 
which had ied moves to oust Zia. 
said from her Karachi home that she 
was satisfied that constitutional pro- 
cedures were being followed. 

“Whatever should have been 
done has been done. We are sure 
the changeover will be as smooth as 
possible.” she said. “Life and death 
is in the hand of God. We will not 
say anything.” 

Zia, 64, a career military officer,

ruled Pakistan for 11 years, some- 
times sharing power with civilian 
governments. He was closely 
aligned with the United States and 
other Western powers. backed anti- 
communist rebels in neighbouring 
Afghanistan and sought to bring Is- 
lamic principles to the government 
of his nation, which consists of di- 
verse and sometimes fractious eth- 
nic groups. 

Zia bad supported the Afghan 
Rebels in their nine-year struggle 
with Soviet forces backing the Com- 
tounist government in neighbouring 
Afghanistan. His death came as So- 
viet forces reached the halfway 
point in their withdrawal of 100.000 
soldiers from Afghanistan. 

Zia was “very important to the 
whole geopolitical strategic constel- 
lation of the region. very important 
to the freedom fighters of Afghani- 
stan.” said Jeane Kirkpatrick, for- 
mer U.S. Ambassador to the ΟΝ, 

His death “raises the question of 
whether Pakistan can continue to as 
strongly support the Mujahedeen 
[rebels] and whether Pakistan can 
resist the extremes of Islamic funda- 
mentalism.” Mrs. Kirkpatrick said 
in a television interview. 

Within hours of his death. tributes 
to Zia poured in from leaders all 
over the world. 


Secretary urges PLO to recognize Israel 


Shultz says Palestine 
state doesn’t make sense

WASHINGTON - Secretary of 
State George Shultz said yesterday 
he would welcome a decision by the 
PLO to recognize Israel's right to 
exist, but maintained that the estab- 
lishment of an independent Pales- 
tinian state “doesn’t make sense as 

far as I can see.” 

Interviewed by CBS News, Shultz 
acknowledged that there were cur- 
rently “all sorts of rumours” circu- 
lating that the PLO was about to 
recognize Israel and declare a provi- 
sional government-in-exile. 

But Shultz said that “before any- 
one takes the [PLO] statement seri- 
ously, it needs to be an official, for- 
mal, full statement.” 

The Secretary added that it was 
“long past time that the Palestinians 
recognize the State of Israel. Israel 


is there, it’s there to stay. and they 
should recognize it.” 

A New York Times report from 
Cairo said the PLO, “under pres- 
sure from the clandestine leadership 
of the uprising in the occupied term- 
tories,” was wrestling with a plan for 
Chairman Yasser Arafat to declare 
a provisional government and ex- 
plicitly recognize Israel. 

The newspaper cited a proposal 
circulating among Palestinian politi- 
cal circles, according to which Ara- 
fat would make the announcement 
at a European Community meeting 
in Strasbourg. France. in mid-Sep- 
tember. The move would then be 
swiftly ratified by the Palestine Na- 
tional Council, the PLO's legislative 
arm, probably in Algiers. 

“Mr. Arafat would follow with a 
speech to the United Nations,” the 
report added.

29. came out 
of hiding yesterday and said he left 
Poland because authorities harassed 
him and his family after he took part 
in a workers" strike. 

Speaking at a press conference at 
the Plaza Hotel in Tiberias. he de- 
nied earlier reports that he defected 
because he (εἰ in love with an Israeli

“T was a law student and we orga- 
nized protests....[ was one of the 
chief organizers and was chosen to 
represent the rest before the au- 
thorities,* Irinauch said. “As a re- 
sult, the authorities started to harass 
not only me but my family as well.” 

The mustachioed Irinauch said his 
maternal grandmother is Jewish. 
which means he too is Jewish ac- 
cording to balacha and therefore eli- 
gible for automatic citizenship. 

He said he had decided to live at 
Kibbutz Ayelet Hashahar in the 
northern Galilee and had enrolled in 
an intensive ulpan. 

Irinauch, who came to Israel with 
the 46-member Slovianki Polish 
folk-dancing troupe and defected on 
August 9, the day the troupe left for 
home, has been described as one of 
its star dancers.

‘Peoples’ Committees’

The defence establishment will use every le- 
gal means at its disposal to cope with the Pales- 
Unians” local committees. which have become 
the nucleus maintaining the uprising and deter- 
mining the behaviour of the Palestinian popula- 
tion, Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin said 
yesterday. 

Between 30 und 40 per cent of the violent 
incidents in the territories are between Palestin- 
jans, he said. such as attacks on shop-owners, 
Municipal leaders and mukhtars and their fam- 
ities. The IDF. he added. recently destroyed the 
homes of two men who threw petrol bombs at 
the homes of shop-keepers. 

Rabin was addressing 3 conference on “The 
Uprising in the Territories: Causes, Conse- 
quences and Media Cyverage.” at the Hebrew 
University’s Harry $. Truman Institute for the 
Advancement of Peace. 

His remarks took on an added poignance with 
the presence of Bethlehem Mayor Elias Freij in 
the audience. With Freij sitting in the third row, 
directly in front of the rostrum. Rabin said the 
uprising was a product of the Palestinians’ real- 
ization that neither the Arab countries nor the 
PLO were capable of solving their problem. 

Recounting one of his many secret meetings 
with Palestinian leaders. Rabin said: 

“There is no doubt that living with Israelis has 
given the Palestinians a new appreciation for 
freedom. 

“One of the leaders. who I will not name, but 
has PLO inclinations, told me: "After 21 years 
of living together we have learned good things 
about you and we have experienced bad things 
with you. We have Icarned about the meaning 
of freedom. Do you want to lead us back to 


King Hussein? Forget it. Not just to Hussein, 
but to the lack of freedom in most of the Arab 
countries?” 

“I asked him,” said Rabin, “Under Arafat 
will you have more freedom? 

“His answer was: ‘Then it will be our prob- 
lem. We will have to struggle against it." " 

Rabin reiterated his support for the principle 
of territoria] compromise. 

“To bring peace on Israel's eastern border, to 
solve the Palestinian problem. can only be 
achieved by political means, around the negoti- 
ating table. 

“As minister of defence, in coping with the 
uprising, I did not order the defence branches to 
solve the Palestinian problem, because a mili- 
tary solution is impossible. I didn't tell the IDF 
that not one stone must be thrown, not one 
petrol bomb, just as in the north we can not 
guarantee that not one Katvusha will fall. 

“Our policy's goal is to reduce activity. not to 
eliminate it.~ 

Asked how safe it was for Jews to drive on 
roads in the West Bank and Gaza, Rabin re- 
plied that a third of the security forces stationed 
in the territories are preoccupied with providing 
security on the roads. 

He added that just as Israelis who live along 
the Lebanese border are aware of the dangers. 
settlers too must know they take a risk living in 
the territories. 

According to Labour Party activist Tat-Aluf 
(res.) Efraim Sneb, the former head of the Civil 
Administration in the West Bank and a partici- 
pant in the conference, recent statements by 
some PLO officials hinting at recognition of 
Israel and a two-state solution to the Palestinian 
problem do not indicate a change in PLO 


policy.

“We hear voices within the Palestinian world, 
but they are a sign of internal strife and not yet 
of real change in the PLO.” said Sneh, speaking 
at the same conference. 

Dr. Shukri Abed, ἃ Palestinian researcher at 
the Truman Institute, said that the hard-line 
Likud is preferable to the vacillating Labour 
Party as far as the Palestinians are concerned, 
because at least with the Likud the Palestinians 
know where they stand and can pian how to 
present their case to the world. J 

During an interview after the morning Ses- 
sion, Abed said that “Labour is worse than the 
Likud™ because it built the original settlements 
in the territories. These remarks seemed to 
contradict what he said during the session — that 
the Palestinians distinguish between the left and 
right in Israel. and meet frequently with mem- 
bers of the Israeli peace camp. 


The apparent contradiction resulted from 
Palestinian disappointment with Labour, stem- 
ming from what had been high expectations, be 
said. 
In his earlier comments, Abed said that for 
the Palestinians. the intifada is a social and 
psychological awakening, a “self-cleaning.” 

He said the uprising was not only a reaction to 
21 years of Israeli occupation, but to a con 
bined 40 years under foreign rule, including 19 
years under King Hussein. 


The intifada, he said, indicated Palestinians* 
dissatisfaction with their own culture and soci- 
ety. It is a revolution against their past and 
against the social structure which facilitated oc- 
cupation and oppression. One of the aims of the 
revolution, he said. was to replace the family 
with the nation as the primary object of 
allegiance.

Aipac praise of Republican 
platform sparks controversy

NEW ORLEANS - A high ranking 
adviser to Democratic Presidential 
nominee Michael Dukakis has ac- 
cused Aipac executive director Tom 
Dine of endangering bipartisan sup- 
port for Israel with his comment 
bere praising the Republican plat- 
form stand on the Middle East as 
“the best statement of America’s 
interest in that part of the world that 
has been produced by either party in 

history.” : 

But other Jewish leaders here ar- 
gued that Dine’s praise for the Re- 
publican’s Middle East position as 
superior to that of the Democratic 
platform was only a accurate state- 
ment of reality. 


Iv a telephone interview with The 
Jerusalem Post, Hyman Bookbind- 
er, the Dukakis campaign's liaison 
with the Jewish community. re- 
marked. “I would hope Tom Dine 
would be careful and prudent. If he 
meant or if his words are interpreted 
to mean that one party is more pro- 
Israel than the other. that would be 
a disservice to Israel...[which] 
should know that there is a biparti- 
san consensus in both parties in this 
country in fits] favour.“ 

Bookbinder was asked whether 
Dine was not accurate in portraying 
the Republican platform — which

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On a wing and a prayer 


WELL-MEANING citizens, especially in 
democratic countries, tend to believe that 
their governments do what they do for good 
reason. Even though they are continually sub- 
ject to public and parliamentary criticism. 

Israel is no exception. Government, by the 
very fact of its national authority, is systemati- 
cally granted the benefit of the doubt. Thus, if 
the farmers and industrialists claim that mone- 
tary policy is ruining the economy, the citizen- 
ry as a whole, nevertheless, believes the gov- 
ermment must know what its doing. 

And if, to take another example, the securi- 
ty establishment decides that one way to deal 
with the Arab uprising in the territories is to 
burden the entire population with proliferat- 
ing forms of red tape, then too, the citizenry 
assumes. the experts know best. The average 
bloke or blokess is simply not given to believe 
that those who man the seats of national pow- 
er may be steering by the seat of their pants. 
That would be too unsettling. And the more 
the steering has to do with matters of national 
security, the greater the citizen's faith in his 


drivers. 


It must be acknowledged that inside gov- 
ernment and inside the corridors of power 
there is often less faith and more awareness of 
fallibility than appears from the outside. 
Leaders agonize and pray, top officials worry 
and doubt. even if in public they are never less 
than certain. Those agonies and those doubts 
are publicly confessed, if at all, when the time 
comes for memoirs. Then, but only then, they 


eveo appear heraic. 


Yet this week, Israelis, if they were atten- 
tive, were made privy to the confusion and 
uncertainty which now inhabits the very cen- 
tre of government decision-making on all that 
pertains to what we call the territories. Ap- 
pearing before a Knesset committee, the army 
chief of staff said candidly that military force 
can squeeze but not squash the intifada.

WHY IS IT that everywhere you 
turn the Labour seems to be in 
distress, while the Likud seems to be 
sailing smoothly?

But to Brezhney’s 
visible consternation, Dubcek also 
unveiled a reform and liberalization 

policy that came to be known as 

δ oeunenism with a human face." 

It was this policy, and it alone, 
that eventually induced Brezhnev to 
crush the frail flower of the "ἢ 
Spring.” Had it been allowed to 
grow, its seed of democratization 
would have pollinated the entire 
Communist bloc, including the 
USSR, ultimately breaking the mo- 
nopoly of power on which Brezh- 
nev’s rule depended. 

The similarities and parallels be- 
tween Dubcek’s programme and 
Gorbachev's perestrotka of today 
are striking. But 20 years ago they 
posed a major threat to the Krem- 
lin, and it was to counter those 
threats that the Soviet leadership 
ey decided to intervene mili- 

γ. 


IT IS STILL difficult to pin down a 
singie factor that persuaded the So- 
viets to invade. Numerous theories, 
al] based on conjecture and uncon- 
firmed rumour, have been advanced 
as how the decision to invade was 
taken. 

According to one, a “junta” of 
Soviet generals and marshals called 
Brezhnev, prime minsiter Aleksei 
Kosygin and president Nikolai Pod- 
gorny back to Moscow from their 
summer vacations and confronted 
them with an ultimatum: invade or 
else. Another version is that the So- 
viet central committee convened it- 
self, voted for intervention, and pre- 
sented the politburo members with ἃ 
fait accompli. It remains a mystery 
when and where the decision was 
taken, though everything indicates 
it was in Moscow between August 
14 and 18. 

There are almost as many theories 
about how the Soviet politburo di- 
vided τοῦ γιοῦ τὰ the crucial ses- 
sion as there are theorists proposing 
them. The trouble with all of them is 
that one theorist’s doves are anoth- 
er’s hawks. In fact, no one outside 
really knows. Brezhnev probably re- 
mained in character, wavered, and 
then voted with the majority.

ous places, such as gas-filled mines 
or nuclear plants, to “see” or 
“taste” the level of danger. 


Large robots already have been 
deployed in the clean-up of hazard-

to squeeze energy from batteries

THE DISADVANTAGE to run- 
ning electrical devices on batteries is 
that you never know when the cur- 
rent will run out. You probably 
throw the old ones away even before 
they're “e so you won't get 
stuck, and then replace them with 
new batteries even though there's 
still some life left in them. 

But a chemist at Tel Aviv Univer- 
sity, Prof. Emanuel Peled, and his 
team say they have developed the 
first “state-of-charge meter” in the 
world for long-life lithium baiteries. 
It has been patented and is meant 
mainly for major users of batteries, 
especially the military and large 
commercial firms. 

Lithium batteries (which contain 
sien and sulphur dioxide) are 

very expensive, bat they produce 
electricity for much longer than con- 
Laniory alkaline batteries. Be- 
cause of this, throwing them awa 
before their time is a terrible va 
of money.

A LIE DETECTOR that measures 
brain waves would be more accurate 
than polygraphs, which measure 
bodily functions, says its developer.

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When ‘donations’ 
may be taxable 


The tax authorities appear to be 
closing down, slowly but surely. on 
non-profit, making (astitutions. In 
their latest directive. they maintain 
that cestain institutions which re- 
ceive money for services provided 
by the institution, often incorrectly 
treat such money as donations. 

‘A retirement home. recently 
pranted tax-exemption status by the 
Treasury. began to issue receipts la- 
belled as donations for the payments 
paid by the home’s residents. The 
tax authorities sav this is illegal as 


the amounts paid by the home’s resi- 
dents are not donations and are not 
exempt under the terms of Section 
19 of the Income Tax Ordinance. 
The authorities maintain these pay- 
ments constitute regular “business 
income.“ 


Moreover. from the point of view 
of the payer. such sums may not be 
utilized as donations as they consti- 
tute payment for services received 
By the customer. 

Other examples of such practices 
include tax-exempt institutions 
which, for example. run summer 
camps for which they collect fees 
during the vacation period. The tax 
authorities regard such practices as 
business activities and therefore do 
not extend the tax-exemption gener- 
ally granted to non-profit making 
institutions for their activities. 

Such organizations would be well 
advised to examine the nature of 
their activities. bearing in mind that

Builders are slowly abandoning 
the practice of pricing new homes in 
dollars, as are landlords negotiating 
new leases. but the secondhand 
market remains committed to the 
greenback. ὴ 

The custom of pricing homes in 
dollars began during the raging in- 
flation of the fate 1970s. Rather then 
adjust prices almost daily, sellers be- 
gan fixing them in dollars and trans- 
lating them into shekels on the day 
of sale according to the current ex- 
change rate, which moved almost in 
tandem with the inflation rate. 

Since July 1985, however, the dol- 
lar has remained effectively frozen, 
while the Consumer Price Index, 
even in this era of stability, has been 
rising about 16% annually for the 
past two years. That means builders 
Must adjust their dollar prices to 
keep up with their costs, which rise 
with the inflation rate. 

Some builders have simply aban- 
doned dollar-pricing altogether now 
that its raison d'etre πὸ longer ap- 
plies. The balance the home buyer 
owes after paying a deposit is then 
linked either to the CPI or the 
Building Price Index. Other devel- 
opers continue to price in dollars, 
but link the balance owed after the 
deposit to one of the two indices. 

Stanley Finklestein, managing di- 
rector of Anglo-Saxon Tel Aviv, 
says rental contracts are increasingly 
being linked to the CPI as well. 

The market for secondhand 
homes has not been affected at all 
by this development, he adds. “Al- 
though the shekel has been stable, 
the market has become attuned to 
the dolliar,” he says. In any case, 
the time between an agreement on a 
sale and its closing is only 30-180 
days and. in the meantime, niost 
sellers have bought another proper- 
ty under the same conditions, hence 
no one is Josing in the interim.

Albania samples the outside air

Albania's isolationist leaders have 
been putting a cautious foot outside 
their front door, in apparent recog- 
nition of their need to boost trade 
and secure technology for their 
weak economy. 

Diplomatic relations fave been 
established with West Germany, 
and high-level visits have recently 
been exchanged with Turkey and 
Greece, both Nato members. An- 
dreas Papandreou has agreed in 
principle to make what would be an 
unprecedented visit by a Greek 
prime minister to Albania’s capital, 
Tirana. Together with Albania's at- 
tendance at the Balkan foreign min- 
isters’ meeting in Belgrade in Febro- 
ary, and an improvement in 


relations with a number of East-bloc © technical 


countries, these developments add 
up to a marked increase in diplomat- 
ic activity by Tirana. 

Dr. Patrick Artisien of the Uni-

Fashion Shows never ever start on 
time. This one was only three-quar- 
ters of an hour late, which by inter- 
national standards made it early.

The lights went 
out and the music stopped abruptly, 
just as a representational group 
from the Rosh Indiani collection 
came into a brilliant turquoise focus.

Ampal profits up as investments prosper

Ampal, a U.S.-based investment 
company owned by Bank Hapoa- 
lim, yesterday reported a 16% in- 
crease in its net profits for the first 
half of the year. compared with the 
same period last year, 10 $3.3 mil- 
lion.

P.E.C. Israel Economic Corpora- 
Gon reported a 28% increase in net 
profits in the first half of the year to 
$6.04m. PEC is an American corpo- 
ration owned by IDB Development 
Corporation, which has holdings in 
many Israeli industrial and other 
companies. It operates in tandem 
with Discount Investment Corp. 

PEC’s income in the first half rose 
21% to $14.6m. The company’s 
president, Yosef Ciechanover, not- 
ed that the company's strong profit 
performance stemmed from better 
results in the firms in which it has 
investments.

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Diver’s car accident left two dead 


Drunk driving charge 
won't deter Kimball 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) -- Diver 
Bruce Kimball of the U.S. said 
Tuesday that he would compete in 
the U.S. diving championships at 
Indianapolis, despite facing drunk- 
en driving and manslaughter 
charges in the deaths of two people. 

“Ἱ can’t give up and I won't give 
up,” Kimball said in an emotional 
statement. 

Kimball, flanked by his family, 
was near tears and bis hands shook 


“|-as he read a prepared statement. 


“I've dealt with adversity in my 
Me. 1 won't sive np aad doo't give 
up. I can’t live with myself if I do,” 
said Kimball, who refused to answer 
questions or elaborate on the state- 
ment, on the advice of his attorney. 

Kimball, widely considered to be 
second only to two-time Olympic 
gold medalist Greg Louganis in plat- 
form diving, said he came to India- 
napolis to deliver his statement “to 
help me get from one day to the 
next.” 


“Diving is my work." said Kim- 
ball, who won the silver medal in 
platform diving during the 1984 
Olympic Games in Los Angeles. 

Kimball was charged Monday in 
Taropa, Florida, in connection with 
an Aug. 1 traffic accident. 

Kimball’s speeding car crashed 
into a crowd at a popular teen-age 
hangout in Brandon, Florida, leav- 
ing two dead and six injured. Kim- 
ball admitted drinking at feast four 
beers before the accident. 

Authorities said he could face up 
to 45 years in prison if convicted on 
all five felony charges, including two 
counts of driving under the influ- 
ence and manslaughter. 

Barb McLaughlin, assistant exec- 
utive director of U.S. Diving Inc., 
said Monday that the sanctioning 
body bas no rule that would disqual- 


ify Kimball because of the traffic 
incident. 

Kimball finished second to Lou- 
ganis in platform and eighth in the 
three-metre springboard event at 
the recent US. | S. diving champion- 
ships in California. 

The accident prompted a letter- 
writing campaign by the Tampa 
chapter of Mothers Against Drunk 
Driving and a petition drive by teen- 
agers in the area who hope to pre- 
vent Kimball from becoming an 
Olympian. 


The teen-agers have collected 
about 2,000 signatures, while an es- 
timated 50 letters are being sent to 
the U.S. Olympic Committee, orga- 
nizers said. 

“The message is that Kimball 
must be responsible for his own ac- 
tions. It’s got to be the bottom line,” 
said Tom Satterly, local director of 
the drunk driving group. 

Officials in Florida and in Kim- 
ball’s home state of Michigan said 
the former University of Michigan 
star has a record of driving prob- 
lems. From 1983-86, he received six 
citations for violations that included 
speeding, disobeying traffic signals 
and improper passing. 

Michigan officials suspended his 
license in 1986 after sending him two 
warning notices. The license was re- 
instated in May 1987 and Kimball 
had not been cited since. 

Kimball won the silver in 1984 
after recuperating from a car acci- 
dent that left him with a broken leg 
and facial bones and an injured 
spleen that had to be removed. 

Kimball is the son of longtime 
University of Michigan and Olympic 
diving coach Dick Kimball, who 
runs a summer diving camp in Flori- 
da.

Reported suicide in dispute 


Clashes after funeral of 
Beit Hanina detainee

A large contingent of soldiers and 
police stood by as angry mourners 
buried a Beit Hanina man who the 
police say hanged himself in a Jeru- 
salem jail two days ago. 

Palestinian witnesses said that the 
police fired tear-gas at moumets 
who demonstrated after the funeral. 
Neither police nor army would con- 
firm the report. 

Nabil Mustafa Ibdach, 20, of Beit 
Hanina, in northern Jerusalem, was 
found dead in an isolation cell in the

Tbdach was the second Palestinian 
detainee who reportedly committed 
Suicide in a detention centre this 
week.

tention centre, south of Hebron. 
Ayyad’s family charged that au- 
thorities killed him. 

In Beit Hanina too, grieving 
friends and family members blamed 
authorities ‘for the death. Ibdach's 
body was sent home yesterday from 
the Institute for Forensic Medicine 
at Abu Kabir, where an autopsy was 
performed. The results have not yet 
been released. 

The funeral procession began at
